EXECUTIVE  ORDER  CONTINUING  THE  GOVERNOR'S 
HAZARDOUS  I^IATERIALS  TRANSPORTATION  ADVISORY  COUNCIL 


WHEREAS,  the  protection  of  our  environment  and  citizens 
is  important  to  every  Montanan  and  requires  constant  review  of 
preventive  measures  taken  in  the  transport  of  hazardous 
materials;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  number  of  vehicles,  including  rail  and  air 
transporters,  involved  in  the  transportation  of  hazardous 
materials  or  hazardous  waste  through  this  state  is  on  the 
increase;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  public  health,  safety  and  environment  may  be 
jeopardized  when  hazardous  materials  or  hazardous  waste  are 
transported  in  an  unsafe  manner;   and 

WHEREAS,  the  problem  of  unsafe  transportation  of 
hazardous  waste  and  hazardous  materials  and  the  potential  of 
accidental  release  is  a  matter  of  statewide  concern. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  Governor  of  the  State  of 
Montana,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  pursuant  to 
the  Constitution  and  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Montana, 
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1  including  Section  2-15-122,  MCA,  do  hereby  establish  the 

2  Governor's   Hazardous   Materials   Transportation   Advisory 

3  Council. 

4  I.    PURPOSE 

5  A.    The  purpose  of  this  council   is  to  advise  the 

6  Governor's  Office  and  local  and  state  governmental 

7  agencies  in  the  following  areas: 

8  1.    the  effectiveness  of  existing  regulation  and  the 

9  determination   of   any   additional   state   regulation 

10  necessary  to  assure  the  safe  operation  in  all  modes  of 

11  transportation  involved  in  shipping  hazardous  materials 

12  and  hazardous  waste  within  this  state; 

13  2.    the  feasibility  of  developing  a  system  capable  of 

14  identifying  and  regulating  transportation  of  hazardous 

15  materials   and   hazardous   waste   utilizing   existing 

16  resources; 

17  3.    the  protection  of  the  health  and  safety  of  the 

18  public  and  the  environment  by  reducing  the  risk  of 

19  accidents   through   a   safety   inspection  program   for 

20  vehicles   and   companies   which   transport   hazardous 

21  materials  or  waste; 

22  4.    the  feasibility  of   implementing  a  centralized 

23  program  where   carriers   of   hazardous   materials   or 

24  hazardous   waste   can   obtain   licenses,   permits   or 

25  information  on  current  state  regulations; 

26  5.    implementation   of   a   proactive   program   that 
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1  concentrates  on  preventive  safety  measures  to  reduce  the 

2  probability  of  accidental  releases; 

3  6.    coordination  between  all  state  agencies  regulating 

4  hazardous  materials  and  hazardous  waste  with  a  minimum  of 

5  duplication. 

6  B.    The  Council  shall  work  closely  with  the  State  Emergency 

7  Response  Cominission  in  coordinating  action  plans  to  fulfill 

8  their  respective  missions. 

9  c.    In  carrying  out  these  responsibilities,  the  Department  of 

10  Transportation  and  the  Department  of  Health  and  Environment 

11  Sciences  are  designated  as  lead  agencies  and  are  authorized  to 

12  seek  the  cooperation  of  any  executive  agency  or  office  of 

13  state  government  to  supply  necessary  data,  reports  or  other 

14  information  to  carry  out  the  council's  duties  under  this 

15  order.   All  agencies  of  the  state  are  directed  to  the  extent 

16  consistent  with  law,  to  reasonably  cooperate  with  the  council 

17  to  furnish  it  with  such  information,  personnel  and  assistance 

18  as  necessary  to  accomplish  the  purpose  of  this  order. 

19  In  addition,  this  council  will  have  the  authority  to 

20  appoint  people  from  state  government,  upon  consultation  with 

21  department  directors,  to  serve  on  a  technical  committee  under 

22  this  council's  chairman. 

23  II.   COMPOSITION 

24  The  names  and  addresses  of  members  who  shall  serve  at  the 

25  pleasure  of  the  Governor  are  submitted  by  separate  letter  to 

26  the  Department  of  Transportation,  the  Department  of  Health  and 
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1  Environmental  Sciences  and  the  Secretary  of  State. 

2  The  Council  shall  be  co-chaired  by  a  member  representing 

3  the  Department  of  Transportation  and  a  member  representing  the 

4  Department  of  Health  and  Environmental  Sciences. 

5  III.  DURATION 

6  The  Council  shall  exist  for  a  period  of  two  years  from 

7  the   effective   date   of   this   Order   unless   rescinded   by 

8  subsequent  Executive  Order.

WHEREAS,  the  Natural  Resource  Damage  Program  (NRD 
Program)  was  established  to  represent  the  State  of  Montana  in 
litigation  involving  damages  from  the  release  of  hazardous 
substances  in  the  Upper  Clark  Fork  River  Basin;   and 

WHEREAS,  with  respect  to  this  litigation.  State  of 
Montana  v.  Atlantic  Richfield  Company,  CV  83-317-HLN-CCL,  the 
Governor  of  the  State  of  Montana  serves  as  "Trustee"  for  the 
State's  natural  resources  in  cooperation  with  Montana's 
natural  resource  agencies,  the  Departments  of  Health  and 
Environmental  Sciences,  Fish  Wildlife  and  Parks,  and  State

9  EXECUTIVE  ORDER  AMENDING  EXECUTIVE  ORDER  NO.  2-93  AND 

RE-ESTABLISHING  THE  INTERDEPARTMENTAL  COORDINATING 
10  COMMITTEE  OF  WOMEN  (ICCW) 


12  WHEREAS,   the  Constitution  of   the   State  of  Montana 

13  prohibits  the  State  or  any  person  from  discriminating  against 
any  person  in  the  exercise  of  his  or  her  civil  rights  on  the 

1^      account  of  sex;  and 

^^  WHEREAS,  I  am  committed  to  bringing  about  full  and  egual 

I''      employment  opportunity  for  all  Montanans;  and 
^°  WHEREAS,  equal  employment  opportunity  begins  in  state 

15     government;  and 

2°  WHEREAS,  the  State's  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  report 

of   1993  demonstrates  that  women  continue  to  be  heavily 
concentrated  in  lower-paying,  non-management  and  non-policy 


•'-'      making  positions;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  State's  Equal  Employment  Opportunity  report

of  1993  also  shows  that  although  some  progress  has  been  made 

toward  women  moving  into  management   jobs,   women   remain 
concentrated  at  the  low  end  of  professional  and  managerial 
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positions;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  ICCW  has  been  effectively  utilized  in  the 
past  to  identify  issues  facing  women  state  employees;  and 

WHEREAS,  the  goal  of  the  ICCW  is  to  create  positive 
change  for  all  state  employees  by  promoting  the  full 
participation  of  women  in  state  government. 

NOW,  THEREFORE,  I,  MARC  RACICOT,  by  the  authority  vested 
in  me  by  Article  VI,  Section  4  of  the  Montana  Constitution, 
and  Section  2-15-201,  MCA,  do  hereby: 

1.  Re-establish   the   Interdepartmental   Coordinating 
Committee  for  Women. 

2.  Instruct  each  agency  director  as  follows: 

A.  To  call  for  representatives  from  your  agency 
who  are  willing  to  serve  on  the  ICCW;   and 

B.  To  annually  select  at  least  one  agency 
representative  and  an  alternate  with  whom  you 
can  effectively  work  to  implement  ICCW's 
recommendations  and  to  notify  my  office  prior 
to  May  1st  of  the  appointees'  names;   and 

C.  To  provide  for  and  encourage  the  active 
participation  of  agency  representative( s )  and 
alternate( s) ;   and 

D.  To  notify  my  office  within  30  days  after 
resignation  of  your  department's 
representative  with  the  name  of  your 
replacement  representative. 
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This  order  is  effective  immediately,

THE  MONTANA  CONSENSUS  COUNCIL

11  Montanans  have  long  followed  the  western  tradition  of  cooperation,  of 

1-  neighbor  helping  neighbor.    Our  towns  and  cities  and  our  rural  ways  of  life  are 

13  founded  on  the  shoulders  of  Montanans  working  together. 

1"^  This  sense  of  community  is  a  valuable  resource,  one  we  must  again  nurture 

1^  as  Montana  prepares  to  enter  the  21st  century.    Great  changes  are  at  hand.    Our 

1"  economy  --  once  dominated  by  agriculture,  mining,  and  timber  --  is  diversifying  with 

1'  the  growth  of  tourism,  recreation,  service  industries,  and  an  emerging  high-tech 
sector.  Our  populace  also  grows  more  diverse  as  retirees,  professionals,  and  service 


1^  providers  are  drawn  here  by  Montana's  inspirational  landscape,  spaciousness,  and  a 

2^  quality  of  life  many  find  diminished  outside  our  borders.

^^  Now  more  than  ever  we  must  work  together  to  meet  the  challenges  ahead: 

^^  I  jobs,  education,  sustainable  communities,  and  environmental  protection.  Together, 

Montanans  of  all  walks  of  life  must  seek  ways  to  find  agreement,  to  equitably  and 
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effectively  resolve  these  and  other  important  issues. 

Many  citizens  are  rising  to  this  challenge  with  a  renewed  desire  to  participate 
in  public  debate,  to  have  a  voice  in  the  decisions  that  affect  their  lives.  In  response, 
the  1993  Montana  Legislature  awarded  a  grant  to  the  Office  of  the  Governor  to 
encourage  public  participation,  and  to  provide  a  forum  for  cooperative  and 
innovative  problem-solving,  particularly  regarding  natural  resource  issues. 

As  Governor,  I  hereby  create  The  Montana  Consensus  Council.  Its  mission 
is: 

To  provide  assistance  for  building  agreement  on  natural  resource  and 
other  public  policy  issues; 

To  anticipate  and  resolve  controversial  issues  before  disputes  occur, 
thereby  reducing  the  social  and  financial  costs  associated  with  prolonged 
disagreement; 

To  encourage  and  support  opportunities  for  citizens  to  work  together 
and  build  agreement  among  diverse  interests; 

To  enhance  the  capacity  of  citizens,  communities,  agencies,  and 
organizations  to  jointly  solve  problems  and  resolve  disputes;  and 

To  increase  public  awareness  and  understanding  of  cooperative 
approaches  to  building  agreement  on  public  policy. 

The  Montana  Consensus  Council  shall  be  governed  by  a  Board  of  Directors, 
initially  appointed  by  the  Governor,  whose  members  shall  represent  a  cross-section 
of  Montana's  citizens. 
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This  Order  will  remain  in  effect  unless  rescinded  by  subsequent  Executive 
Order.   This  Order  is  effective  immediately.
